Verne Pangborn. S t a t e 


Health Department hospital 
facilities administrator, said 
a new state plan for fiscal 
19G6-67 would be submitted 
soon to the board. 


With federal approval of the 


19G5-G6 state plan, the state 
can release Hill-Burton funds 
totaling $400.000 for the pro- 
posed $1 million Holdrege hos- 
pital project and $200,000 for 
the $500,000 Humboldt hos- 
pital project. 


Replacement Units 


Both projects are replace- 


ment units for existing facil- 
ities that are termed obsolete. 


The board also voted to re- 


quest 
the 
Nebraska 
State 


Medical Association to ap- 
point a biracial committee to 
make a recommendation on 
the requested removal of rac- 
ial designation from 
infec- 


tious disease reports. 


Dr. Fay Smith of Omaha, 


a board member, said Dr. 
Claude Organ, a \egro sur- 
geon of Omaha, had urged 
the board remove race from 
these reports as "having noth- 


ing to do with the treatment 
of the patient." 


However, Dr. E. A. Rogers, 


state health director, asked, 
"How far can we go in ignor- 
ing that there is a difference 
in the color of skin." 


He said racial identification 


is useful and needed in vital 
statistic reports regarding in- 
fectious disease, particularly 
in incidence studies and the 
identification of carriers and 
potential contacts. 


Never Refused Sen ice 


"We have never 
refused 


service or laboratory tests be- 
cause of race," he said, "but 
we wouldn't want to function 
in some vital statistics areas 
without some kind of racial 
identification." 


The board also: 
—Was advised that $81,000 


in federal funds is available 
to establish a tuberculosis out- 
patient clinic in Omaha, serv- 
ing the entire state. 


—Was told that the depart- 


ment has 20 directors and 
technicians over 65 and ap- 
proaching the mandatory re- 
tiremjent age of 67, which may 
present a major replacement 
problem in the near future. 


—Was advised that a pro- 


posed new federal act would 
make $975 million available 
nationally for hospital mod- 
ernization annually as com- 
pared with current appropria- 
tions of $225 million. However, 
public-operated hospitals may 
have a problem because voter 
approval is required for bor- 
rowing and the new program 
would provide 90% loans. 


Next Move Up To Iowa 
In Tiff Over Boundary 


Nebraska 
State Surveyor 


Willis Brown said Monday the 
next move is up to Iowa in 
the long-standing dispute be- 
tween the two Midwest states 
over ownership of Missouri 
River bottomlands. 


He said thc Hawkeye State 


must set forth tracts it is con- 
testing before his office can 
proceed with further study of 
thc matter. 


"We have completed de- 


tailed surveys along the river 
but now Iowa must narrow the 
issues by pinpointing specific 
areas it is interested in," 
Brown said. "Once this has 
been done, we will send crews 
into the field again." 


A pre-trial hearing on the 


case was held last Novem- 
ber in San Francisco, Calif., 
b e f o r e U.S. Ninth Circuit 
Court Judge Walter L. Pope, 
appointed a special master in 
the dispute by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 


At that time, Broun said, 


several of the Iowa allega- 
tions were dismissed. 


Hearings on the case will 


be held in Omaha and Des 
Moines later this year by 
Judge Pope. A ruling w i l l 
come after that. 
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Supreme Court agreed to al- 
low Nebraska to file an orig- 
inal lawsuit against Iowa to 
determine ownership of some 
14,500 acres of land valued 
at several million dollars. 
. Nebraska claims the ques- 
tion was settled in a 1943 boun- 
dary compact between the 
states which stabilized a Mis- 
souri River area under dis- 
pute since 1890. 


The latest squabble also 


stems from past meanderings 
of the river. The shifts have 
caused some Nebraska land 
to end up on the Iowa side 
of the channel and vice ver- 
sa. 


Nebraska has charged that 


Iowa wants to make p 1 a y- 
grounds and recreation areas 
out of a number of farms 
owned by individual citizens 
of Nebraska without paying 
for the land. 


Iowa seeks title to some of 


thc border lands so it can 
develop the property* for mi- 
gratory waterfowl refuges and 
oth,er recreational purposes.

dealing with lands built up by 
accretion along rivers, Broun 
said. 


In Iowa, the state owns such 


land, but in Nebraska the in- 
dividual citizens rather than 
the state are entitled to the 
property.

ing net if its constitutionality 
were attacked." 


Russell Hoppner, chief of 


the Agriculture Department's 
dairies and foods division, 
said several violations of the 
imported meat labeling act 
have been detected. 


"Thc determination of whe- 


ther charges will be f i l e d 
will be decided by the coun- 
ty attorney," Finigan said. 


Nebraska law requires all 


grocery stores to label for- 
eign meat. Restaurants must 
denote Imported meat on their 
menus.

misdemeanor convictions, and 
fines of $100 to $1,000 a n d 
jail terms of 30 to 00 days.

By M o n d a y's action, he 


said, "the First Amendment, 
in the obscenity area, no long- 
er fully protects material on 
its.face nonobscene, for such 
material must now also be 
examined in the light of the 
defendant's conduct, attitude, 
motives. 


"This seems to me a mere 


euphemism for allowing pun- 
ishment of a person who malls 
otherwise constitutionally pro- 
tected material just because a 
jury or a judge may not find 
him or bis business agree- 
able." 


Ginzburg, publisher of Eros 


magazine and two o t h e r 
banned publications, was con- 
victed 
in a U.S. 
District 


Court in Philadelphia of vio- 
lating 28 counts of the federal 
obscenity law. He was sen- 
tcnced to five years in pri- 
son and fined $28,000. 


Mishkin was convicted in

Off in another direction, the Geneva 


disarmament conference, we arc told that 
U.S. delegate Adrian S. Fisher renewed a 
19ftl American disarmament proposal call- 
ing for a freeze on (he production of nu- 
clear weapons and their means of delivery. 
He told the Geneva conference that the 
United States believes this a more practi- 
cal step toward balanced disarmament than 
the Soviet plan for the immediate destruc- 
tion of nearly all existing nuclear arms. 


Soviet negotiator Semyon K. Tsarapkin 


did not immediately react, but he reiterated 
the Soviet call for complete and general 
disarmament. This has been the essence of 
the Geneva deadlock for years. 


* 
When one looks at such a report as 


this, the surface of things is most baffling. 
It all seems so simple and yet the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union arc unable to come 
to any conclusions. Both nations are com- 
mitted to a curtailment of the arms race 
but neither of them can agree on even 
the most fundamental outline of initial ap- 
proach. It would seem that cither would 
capitulate to the other, believing that either 
a freeze or a cutback would be a substantial 
step toward peace. Such, however, is not 
the case and both nations can and do pro- 
duce long arguments as to why their own

position is the only logical one. As a result, 
we continue with the kind of nuclear in- 
sanity recorded In the story describing tne 
submarine situation. 


The U.S may well be alarmed over the 


Soviet nuclear sub buildup but It should 
not be at all surprised. It is quite natural 
that since we have the Russians and the 
Red Chinese ringed with nuclear subs, 
whichever of them were able would at- 
tempt to do the same thing to us. There Is 
one piece of reality here that It Is essential 
for us to come to grips with. We cannot 
pose a threat to the communists that will 
go unanswered. We cannot bold loaded guns 
at their bead and expect nothing back 
in kind. To speak of our peaceful Intentions 
and the aggressive nature of communism 
Is only to delude ourselves. 


The error in such thinking is that the 


Reds don't think that way. They may well 
be wrong but they consider us a threat 
just as we consider them as such. Like it 
or not, that is the reality with which we 
have to deal if the race toward nuclear 
destruction is to be slowed down and per- 
haps even totally called off. 


The situation in regard to Red China 


Is much the same only perhaps even a little 
more complicated and difficult to under- 
stand. The call from many quarters for a 
new U.S. attitude toward Red China should 
not be lost on the American people nor 
should It cause them to jump too quickly 
In any direction. 


Obviously, we have not yet found the 


means of peaceful existence with Red China 


but we do not know 
why we have failed at 
this. It is not a one- 
sided proposition. We 
have tried repeatedly 


and are still trying to reach a point of dis- 
cussion with Red China and, as Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk says, "they keep hang- 
ing up the phone." They base every open- 
ing on an initial demand that we surrender 
Formosa, an action we would be foolish 
to take. Why are the Red Chinese so diffi- 
cult to get along with? This is where we 
should profit from a searching analysis of 
our relations with them. 


Are there facets of our foreign policy 


that are wrecking large portions of it? Is 
there something we can do to soften the 
Red Chinese attitude or is that attitude a 
part of the communist power base and, 
therefore, not subject to change under any 
terms that might be proposed by the U.S.? 
It isn't time for public breast-beating but 
the time is never wrong for the accumula- 
tion of greater knowledge and understand- 
ing.

The State Roads Department survey 


showing more than 30,000 highway signs in 
violation of federal standards points up a 
big job for the State of Nebraska. A great 
many of the signs will have to be removed 
unless Nebraska is to suffer the loss of 
10 percent of "its federal highway funds, 
an estimated $3 million a year. 


Some will condemn this as heavy- 


handed federal action but it all depends 
on whether you approve of the signs or 
not. If we arc to eliminate the kind of bill- 
board alley that exists on Highway 77 north 
of Lincoln where there arc 62 signs in a 
2.3 mile stretch of highway, then we should 
welcome the action of the federal gov- 
ernment. 


Nebraska is one of the few states that 


has controlled billboards along its Inter- 


state. But even Nebraska has done nothing 
about billboards and junkyards along the 
many other miles of the primary road sys- 
tem. The states have demonstrated that 
they cither cannot or will not control such 
signs. This leaves it to the federal govern- 
ment if-we really'intend to have any con- 
trols. 


Signs will be permitted in industrial 


areas so designated in compliance with fed- 
eral standards. What looms as important 
now is the best use of sign space that is 
permitted. 


There is a place for billboards or signs 


that arc of assistance to the traveling pub- 
lic. The problem will be to figure out a 
means by which such signs take precedence 
over those that are strictly for commercial 
purposes with no particular relationship to 
the traveler on the highways.

They were first bought by 


Heinz Rollman, a Republican 
candidate for Congress from 
North Carolina some years 
before. 
Rollman 
had pur- 


chased several hundred ele- 
phants from the India Nepal 
Gift House, Inc., at 3 E. 28th 
Street, New York, to help 
his election campaign. The 
elephants were not sufficient 
to elect him In the tradition- 
ally 
Democratic state of 


North Carolina, so Rollman 
turned them over to the Re- 
publican Congressional Com- 
mittee for $1 each. Whalley 
then purchased 100 and kept 
them three years, until last 
Christmas.

Political Advertising Curbed 


The publication of a so called "study" 


magazine by the Democratic party turned 
out to be unusually profitable after sales- 
men sold $600.000 worth of advertising in it 
to corporations holding government con- 
tracts. 


The magazine prompted the Republi- 


can party to plan an education publication 
of its own, with an eye to replenishing its 
campaign chest. 


At that juncture John Williams, R-Del., 


tacked an amendment to the $6 billion tax 
bill which states that c o p o r a t i o n s fal- 
ling for such a gimmick cannot charge it 
to advertising expense and get 48 percent 
of the payment written off in taxes. It says 
the corporations will have to pay out of 
their profit. That will almost double the 
bite.Advertising placed in political publica- 


tions is not primarily designed to sell 
goods. The money so spent is mostly ear- 
marked for the political treasury. And it 
does serve to call the attention of politi- 
cians and lawmakers to the wistful position 
of the advertisers, many of whom hold 
government contracts and would like to 
keep on getting them. At best it is a form 
of bludgeoning and at worst an outright 
sale of favor. 


Under the existing Corrupt Practices 


Act corporations are limited to what they 
can donate as campaign contributions, as 
are the officers of the corporations. 


It would have been better had Sen. 


Williams introduced a measure to have 
outlawed the sale of such advertising to- 
tally. But as it is, the doubled cost will go 
a long way toward stopping this evasive 
piece of money grabbing. 


About The Weather 


Without question Southeast Nebraska 


has had a fine winter. By that we mean 
we haven't been snowed in. Truly cold 
weather hasn't lasted very long and balmy 
periods have been frequent and deeply ap- 
preciated. And since spring, according to 
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the calendar, arrived over the week end, 
the time has come when the daring can 
make predictions. 


We shall not do that. The weather is 


still in the tricky stage. There have been 
times when we went to Easter service, 
ploughing through the snow drifts. 


The men who know most about outdoor 


weather arc the greenhouse people. They 
never move green plants out of doors until 
after May 8. We take their word for it. 


But we do take issue with the Nebraska 


weather forecasters. This is a large state 
and has several different climates. Scotts- 
bluff is 4,000 feet higher than Lincoln and 
is in a different climate zone. It is also 
about as far away as Chicago. There can 
be a bitter blizzard going on at Chadron. 
But at the same hour in Falls City a warm, 
gentle rain can be falling. It is probably 
more reasonable for us to get worked up 
over the weather in Canton, Ohio, than 
over what occurs In the Nebraska Panhan- 
dle, and vice versa. 


Nebraska weather depends upon where 


one happens to be. So let us not get upset 
over threats of snow and colder unless the 
prediction is zeroed in where we happen 
to bo. 


As 11 is right now, we like it fine with one 


exception: We could stand a slow gentle one 
inch rain—early in the week, if that pleases 
Nature. Late week rains limit week end peo- 
ple too much. It causes pressing in golf and 
muddies up milady's Sunday shoes. 


WASHINGTON—And never 


the twain shall meet . . . 
that was the judgment of 
Rudyard Kipling, the ballad 
maker of the empire, in 
"East And West." one of his 
most famous ballads mem- 
orized by school children in 
Britain as the sun of the em- 
pire was setting. 


This classic dictum is be- 


ing put to the test in a meet- 
ing here next week. Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi, prime minis- 
ter of India, sits down with 
President Johnson to talk 
about the future of her coun- 
try in its relationship with 
the United States. 


Mrs. Gandhi is of the East 


and eastern, despite all the 
years she spent being edu- 
cated in the West. She was 
named prime minister be- 
cause of an interplay of ori- 
gins and a magic name. 
This reflects both the sub- 
tlety and the harsh urgency 
of Indian political life today. 
The daughter of the late 
Jawaharlal Nehru, a beloved 
hero of India's liberation, she 
bears the name of her hus- 
band although he was no re- 
lation of the little man wor- 
shipped after his assassina- 
tion as both savior and saint. 


,x 
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As for Lyndon Johnson he 


Is as western as the Texas 
range and often, if one be- 
lieves his critics, as untrain- 
mclcd as the free-wheeling 
Texas of an earlier day. On 
the face of it the Johnson- 
Gandhi exchange would come 
under the heading of Impos- 
sible Interviews If U were 
not for the fact that each Is 
a skilled politician. T h e 
catch Is that the President 
and the Prime Minister will 
bring to this meeting almost 
totally different points of 
view. 


The president is committed 


with all his capacity 
for 


driving full speed ahead to 
pulling India through 'this 
year's crop failure. He has 
sworn that not one Indian 
shall die of hunger, although 
millions will be underfed. 
Even as he WAS announcing 


the Honolulu conference he 
talked about details of In- 
dia's food problem — the 
emergency shipment of six 
and a half million tons of 
grain. India's hope of cutting 
back the shortage f r o m 
roughly 19,000,000 tons to 
11,000,000 or 12,000,000. 


Here was the pragmatic 


American grappling with a 
problem measurable in ships 
and millions of tons and 
hungry mouths half a world 
away. It is the compassion- 
ate American moved by the 
familiar, age-old spectacle 
of famine sweeping down on 
India's huddled masses. 


Mrs. Gandhi is determined 


on her side to look beyond 
the immediate grip of hun- 
ger to I n d i a ' s long-time 
needs. At the start of the 
India-Pakistan war the ad- 
ministration suspended the 
5435,000.000 a year in eco- 
nomic 
aid to New Delhi. 


Still not restored, the long- 
term program supported by 
the Western consortium, with 
the United States supplying 
•l.t percent of the $1 billion 
total, 
lire lagging. Unless 


this 
minimum 
of 
forward 


movement can be maintained 
the outlook for the future is 
disastrously dark. 


Here is the rub. The mag- 


nitude of the need to move 
India's nearly 500,000,000 peo- 
ple into the 20th century is 
so great that the trickle of 
aid so far has done little 
more than sustain the belief 
in progress. Something on 
the order of $3 billion to $4 
billion a year committed for 
at least a decade would be 
a starter. 


Over and over a g a i n 


Americans of goodwill have 
said that India is the great 
hope of democracy In Asia. 
If 
democratic 
government 


fails there, then the last best 
hope of the East is gone. 
Now is the testing time, with 
the specter not so much of 
communism as fragmenta- 
tion and breakdown stalking 
the land.

Yoga Helps Keep Body Limber 


' By ROBERT PETERSON 


Yoga Is an occult and an* 


cicnt ritual of Hindu origins: 
It is defined as a mental dis- 
cipline in which you focus 
attention so forcefully upon 
come object that you are' 
able to assume the con- 
sciousness 
of the 
object. 


This object may or may not 
be the deity. 


The practice of yoga uti- 


lizes a series of positions 
and 
postures which pre- 


sumably assist the Individu- 
al in focusing mental atten- 
tion. 


The yoga popularly prac- 


ticed in this country gives 
little attention to the mental 
aspects, and 
concentrates 


instead on the positions and 
postures. It's essentially a 
series of stretching • exer- 
cises. And these movements 
are 
particularly 
effective 


for older people because 
they activate muscles and 
l i g a m e n t s grown stiff 
through disuse, and are nev- 
er so strenuous as to give 
strain. 


When I dropped in at a 


residence for older people 
recently, 1 found a dozen 
elders sitting on the car- 
peted floor of the TV room 
doing yoga exercises as di- 
rected by TV yogimaster 
Richard Hittleman. 


Hittleman is an alert New 


Yorker pushing 40 who has 
built a successful career 
from this venerable art. He 
has practiced yoga himself 
since his teens, has studied 
everything in print on the 
subject, and has observed 
traditional yoga as prac- 
itced in the Far East. From 
this he has written a book, 
Yoga for Health, and de- 
veloped a syndicated TV 
program. 


"The 
health values of 


yoga can be tremendous for 
o l d e r people," Hittleman 
told me when we met re- 
cently. "We know that eld- 


ers .sometimes get set in 
their ways. But .they also 
get- set in 'their physical 
movements. ' 


Instead-' of. the bending, 


turning, twisting- and other 
positions used In younger 
years, they spend more and 
more of their time in just 
three positions — standing, 
s i t t i n g and lying. Thus, 
muscles formerly used for 
these other, movements be- 
' come, stiff from disuse and 
impair the individual's flexi- 
bility. 
"It's a truism that you're 


as young as your spine is 
flexible. If you can still bend 
.and arch your spine easily, 
you feel more youthful and 
vital." 


I asked him to describe 


some of the basic yoga exer- 
cises. He promptly sat down 
on the floor to demonstrate 
the first of the 50 basic 
positions.

Parker Case Taken To High Court For Third Time 


Attorneys for former Lin- 


coln City Forester parrel F. 
Parker, serving a life term 
for the 1P55 strangulation slay- 
ing of his wife, brought the 
Inmate's bid for freedom be- 
fore the State Supreme Court 
for a third time Monday. 


The attorneys alleged In a 


written brief that Parker's 
confession of the crime was 
Involuntary, he was denied 
right to counsel during the In- 
terrogation and the prosecut- 
ing attorney was guilty of pre- 
judicial error at the trail. 


The high court on two pre- 


vious occasions, in May, 1965, 
and in December, 1964, has 
sustained the Lancaster Dis- 
trict Court conviction. 


Parker this time seeks re- 


view of his case under the 
post-conviction law passed by 
the 1965 Legislature. 


His attorneys contended in 


the brief that the defendant 
uas "lured into a trap" by 
investigators, who then denied 
him the assistance of an attor- 
ney and failed to advise him 
of tils constitutional rights. 


"They had an unfettered In- 


quisition, 
unlncumbcred 
by 


constitutional rights or laws, 
by attorneys for the petition 
in error (Parker), and by ad- 
vice of counsel," the attorneys 
said. "They did not want to 
be bothered by the function- 
ing of the machinery of our 
system of law which exists 
today. 


"They had no case against 


/the petitioner in error. They 
had to manufacture one: and 
they determined to make it 
out of the petitioner in error's 
own mouth." 


The attorneys said the U.S. 


Supreme Court's so-called Es- 
cnbcdo doctrine, that a sus- 
pect is entitled to counsel dur- 
ing interrogation, must be ap- 
p l i e d retroactively to Park- 
er's case. 


In addition, they alleged 


that the prosecuting attorney 
at the trial attempted to 
prove that the crime involved 
"a sexually-motivated assault, 
evidencing a sexual deviate 
pattern, and an example of a 
vicious sadistic assault" al-

day night about the success 
of the program in Omaha.

what skeptical of the whole 
idea of a Women's Job Corps 
when be was assigned to the 
project by Burroughs, but 
now, Juroe said, he is com- 
pletely sold on the value of 
the project. 


Some 330 girls are being 


trained in the Omaha center. 
All of them, Juroe said, were 
individuals who were pre- 
viously considered unemploy- 
able because of their lack of 
basic skills. 


Today the school is graduat- 


ing these same formerly un- 
employable girls and sending 
them into jobs, Juroe said. 
The girls are trained in skills 
ranging from food handling to 
stenography.

which trained the person. 


He noted that a person on

The finesse is undoubtedly 


a wonderful instrument of 
play, but there can be no 
doubt that it is used to ex- 
cess. After all, whether a fi- 
nesse works is largely a mat- 
ter of luck, and it is surely 
undesirable to rely on luck 
when there are other means of 
attaining your goal by sub- 
stituting a less precarious 
form of play. 


This hand serves to illus- 


trate the point. Let's s a y 
you re declarer 
at 
f o u r 


hearts and West leads the 
king of diamonds. At t h i s 
point, the possible losers are 
two spades, a diamond and a 
dub, but you note at t h e 
same time that one t r i c k 
can be saved by a success- 
ful finesse of the queen of 
spades. 


However, the finesse h a s 


only about a 509o chance of 
success, so you naturally 
start to look for other ways 
and means of play which will 
increase your chances of 
making the contract. Actual- 
ly there is a way of playing 
the hand that assures you of 
making the contract regard- 
less of which opponent has 
the king of spades. 


What you do is win 
the 


king of diamonds with t h e 
ace, draw two rounds of 
trumps, and cash the A-K of 
clubs. You then exit with a 
club, not caring greatly whic 
opponent wins the trick 


Let's assume that E a s t 


uins the club uith the jack 
and returns the ten of spades 
Rejecting the fincsc, you go 
up with the ace and return 
the jack of diamonds, forc- 
ing West to take the lead with 
the queen. 


West cannot harm you at 


this point, since he must eith- 
er yield a ruff and discard 
by playing a diamond or a 
club, or else lead a spade, 
which would make your 
queen a trick. 


The spade finesse never 


really enters the picture 
once you've made up your 
mind to leave nothing to 
chance.

Districts that do not apply 


for approval a f t e r the ef- 
fective date of the state board 
standards w o u l d automat- 
ically be designated "non- 
approved," Harlan explained. 


However, he stressed, only 


through a vote by the local 
school district or edict of the 
Legislature can a school be 
closed. No regulations, even 
on the high school level, allow 
the State Board of Education 
or the State Department to 
close a school. 
The rules, if approved, will 


be effective for the 1966-67 
school year. 


At Least 30 Students 


According to the proposals, 


any district opening after the 
enforcement date will have to 
have at least 30 pupils and 
two full-time teachers during 
the initial year. 


The ratio of pupils to teach- 


ers and other professional 
staff members in all elemen- 
tary schools cannot exceed 
41-1,'and the "average daily 
membership shall not aver- 
age less than 10 over the im- 
mediate past three-year per- 
iod."

Whitney M. Young 
Jr., executive director of the 
National Urban Lcguc, said. 


"It is clear that to be a 


Negro in Wichita means be- 
ing p o o r, means lowered 
health standards and means 
Inferior education," Y o u n g 
said in an Interview. "These 
arc the fruits of discrimlnn- 
tion."
